RESIDENTS FIGHT FLAMES 


Brainerd Fire Department Assists in 
Preventing Spread 
of Fire 
Two leading store buildings at 
Garrison, the Viers two store build­ 
ing housing a 
restaurant, grocery 
store and living quarters, and the 
J. H. Dickenson general store, also a 
two story building, were lowered to 
the ground by tire yesterday after­ 
noon causing an estimated damage 
of $10,000. 
Residents of Garrison and farm­ 
ers from the near vicinity joined in 
an attempt, shortly after the flames 
wree noticed in the Viers building, 
to extinguish the fire without suc­ 
cess. 
Water was thrown from buc­ 
kets en the flames from a nearby 
well and as the flames spread to the 
adjoining Dickenson store, 
a 
call 
was sent in to the Brainerd Fire De­ 
partment. 
The 
Brainerd 
depart­ 
ment responded, using their appara­ 
tus to pump water from Mille Lacs 
Lake, and prevented a spread of the 
flames to other buildings nearby. 
The fire started at noon yesterday 
and rapidly swept through the two 
frame buildings. 
Part of the con­ 
tents of both stores was saved. The 
Brainerd fire department arrived at 
Garrison at 3 p. rn., the flames being 
incontrollable at that time. 
There 
were no injuries sustained in light­ 
ing the fire. 
Cause of 
the 
fire 
is 
unknown. 
Mrs. Viers, proprietress of the Viers 
store was away on a trip to Fergus 
Falls, leaving the building unoccu­ 
pied. 
The Dickenson store was like­ 
wise unoccupied by the owners at 
tile time. 
The building is occupied 
by J. II. Dickenson and was con­ 
structed one year ago, 
Three blazing b a b e ls gf op paused 
a densd smoke to hailer over the Leo 
buildings making it difficult for the 
workers to fight the flames.
